A SEASONABLE DestpeRAtumM. The New-England 
fishermen preserve their boots tight against water by 
the following method ; which, it is said, has been in 
use among them above 100 years. A pint of boiled lin- 
seed oil, half a pound of mutfion suet, six ounces of 
clean beeswax, and 4 ounces of rosin, melted and well 
stirred over a fire. Of this while warm, and not so 
hot as may burn the leather, with a brush lay plenti- 
fully on new boots or shoes, when they are quite dry 
and clean. The leather is left pliant. Fishermen 
stand in their boots thus prepared, in water, hour after 
hour, without inconvenience. For three years past, 
all my zhoes even of calf-skin, have been 80 served ; 
and have, in no instance, admitted water to pass 
through the leather.

CHURCH EXPENDITURE. 

We are not going to weary our readers’ pa- 
{ience and our own by any elaborate argument 
to prove that a rich and luxurious church ia not 
the church which Jesus Christ contempleted ae 
the means of spreading his doctrines. If the 
experience of the world had not already settled 
the question, the precepts of that great reform- 
er would be ail-sufficient with sincere Chris- 
tians. The temptations of riches appeared to 
him so much superior to the ordinary strength 
of human nature, that he declared it was easier 
for a camel to pass through the eye of a needle 
than fora rich man to enter the Kingdom of 
Heaven. All his hope of success were con- 
nected with the roor, as the only clase whose 


minds were not too much engrossed by feelings 


opposed to the humble simplicity of his Gospel 

Such being his ideas concerning the effects of 
wea'th, by what a perversion of common sense 
—by how gross and violent a misconstruction 
of the most obvious injunctions of their profess- 
cd founder, must the members of weatlhy and 
titled churches have reconciled their conecien- 
ces to such contradictions of that pervading 
pringple of Christ’s teaching ! Worldly dignity 
of any kind was equaily the object of his alarm ; 
and surely the spirit of weakness and charity 
cannot be more outrageously violated than by 
that inequality of condition among the minis- 
ters of religion which exists in all episcopal 
establishments, and which gives rise to so much 
envy, hatred, and all uncharitableness—to such 
eternal intrigue, begging aod circumvention— 
such 2 vile mixture of cringing and flattery, of 
haugh::ness and insolence, of 

Meanness that soars, and pride that licks the dust.®
